Tlol of Information Act and the exemptions must be narrowly construed. Miller v. USD A, 
3d 260 M^™)- The withholding agency must make a specific showing of why 
d^lolrf of thf documents could reasonably be expected to mterfere with a pendmg or 
contemplated enforcement proceeding. Miller, 13 F.3d at 263. 

Since the FTC has not made a specific showing of why disclosure of the documents 
could reTllbly be expected to interfere with a pending or contemplated enforcement 
proceeding, we appeal the denial of the request.

This responds to your October 10, 201 1 appeal of the denial of your Freedom of 
Information Act ("FOIA") request. In a series of requests dated April 14, 2011, you 
requested all investigative records concerning K.T. Capital Corporation, TRUCOM LLC, 
TruStar Marketing, TruStar Productions Incorporated, and Direct Response Associates. 
After aggregating these related requests, Ms. Joan Fina denied your request by letter 
dated September 22, 201 1 , concluding that the responsive records were exempt from 
disclosure pursuant to FOIA Exemption 7(A), 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(A). 

I am denying your appeal. The FOIA Unit properly withheld these responsive 
records pursuant to FOIA Exemption 7(A) because they were compiled for law 
enforcement purposes and their release could reasonably be expected to interfere with the 
conduct of the Commission's law enforcement activities. 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(A). 
Exemption 7(A) applies where a law enforcement proceeding or investigation is pending 
or prospective and where release of the information could reasonably be expected to 
cause some articulable harm. Carter, Fullerton & Hayes, LLC v. FTC, 637 F. Supp. 2d 1 , 
9 (D.D.C. 2009) (citing NLRB v. Robbins Tire & Rubber Co., 437 U.S. 214, 224 (1978)). 

Although your appeal contends that the FOIA Unit's denial of your request fails 
to "make a specific showing of why disclosure of the documents could reasonably be 
expected to interfere with a pending or contemplated enforcement proceeding," the FOIA 
Unit has met its statutory obligation. The FOIA Unit determined that prospective or 
pending law enforcement investigations would be harmed by the release of the withheld 
materials, and I concur with this determination. There is no requirement that 
administrative responses to FOIA requests contain the same documentation that may be 
necessary in litigation. Crooker v. CIA, No. 83-1426, 1984 U.S. Dist. LEXIS at *3-4 
(D.D.C. Sept. 28, 1984); see also Judicial Watch, Inc. v. Clinton, 880 F. Supp. 1,11-12 
(D.D.C. 1999). 
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You have also disputed the FOIA Unit's determination that you qualify as a 
"commercial use" requester under the FOIA's fee guidelines. Following my review, I 
concur with the FOIA Unit's determination that you qualify as a commercial use 
requester. Office of Management and Budget Fee Guidelines define commercial use 
requesters as those who seek records for "a use or purpose that furthers the commercial, 
trade, or profit interests of the requester or the person on whose behalf the request is 
being made." Uniform Freedom of Information Act Fee Schedule and Guidelines, 52 
Fed. Reg. 10,102, 10,017-18 (Mar. 27, 1987). A commercial purpose includes seeking to 
further commercial interests through litigation. See Rozet v. HUD, 59 F. Supp. 2d 55, 57 
(D.D.C. 1999). Where a requester that has engaged in ongoing litigation with an agency 
seeks information regarding himself or corporations under his control, the nexus between 
the content of the FOIA request and the subjects of the ongoing litigation demonstrates 
that the requests are designed to further the requester's commercial interests. Id. 

As required by the FOIA, you are hereby advised that judicial review of this 
decision may be obtained under 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B), in a United States District Court 
in the district where you reside or have your principal place of business, or in the District 
of Columbia. Also, as required by the FOIA, you are hereby advised that I am the 
designated official responsible for denying your appeal of the decision denying access.
